THE STREETER REBELLION. 
For many years Captain Streeter has been 
a public nuisance. His preposterous land 
claims, amusing at first, have become a sore 
vexation to the property-owners on whose 
rights he has been trespassing, and his 
methods of asserting those claims have been 
lawless and never should have been toler- 
ated. He and his pretensions should have 
been suppressed years ago. They would 
have been but for the slowness of courts 
and the easy-going ways of public officials. 

This unwise, long-continued tolerance en- 
cou Streeter to attempt the perform- 
ance of last Saturday, though he was 
shrewd enough not to shoulder a musket 
himself. That performance had some far- 
cical features, one of them being the arrest 
of the military Governor and his army by a 
park policeman while the city police were 
mustering for the fray. But those 
who took pos on of the so-called Dis- 
trict of Lake Michigan and threw up In- 
trenchments there were in law and in fact 


nois. They were endeavoring to subvert 
the authority of the State within territory 
subject to its jurisdiction. 

According to the statutes “ treason shall 
consist in levying war against the govern- 
ment and people of this State in the same, 
or being adherent to the enemies of this 
State, giving them aid, advice, and com- 
fort in this State or elsewhere.” Captain 
Streeter and his followers have been guilty 
of levying war against the State by pro- 
claiming the independence of the “ District 
of Lake Michigan and endeavoring to hold 
it by force of arms. | 

In addition to making themselves amen- 
able to the punishment prescribed for trea- 
son, which is death, some of Streeter’s mep 
have made themselves liable to punishment 
for other offenses, the more serious one be- 
ing assault with a deadly weapon with in- 
tent to commit murder. Captain Baer of 
the park police was fired on, and it was a 
wonder he was not killed. 

In any civilized country save this the men 
guilty of the offenses committed on the 
North Side ‘day before yesterday would be

FINANCES OF THE PARIS EXHIBITION. 

That the French government relies upon 
the exposition as a financial investment, 
‘which shall make pleasure return a profit, is 
apparent from the manner in which it has 
made up its budget for the current year. 
The total exceeds $700,000,000. The in- 
fluence of the exhibition upon the govern- 
ment finances is shown by the estimates 
of increased revenue, indire¢tly growing 
oat of it. This increase is fixed at $5,000,- 
000, and is apportioned as follows: Tax on 
‘express railroad traffic, $1,360,000; tax on 
other express traffic, $40,000; duty on extra 
consumption of wine, $500,000; duty on 
extra consumption of spirits, $540,000; 
duty on extra consumption of sugar, $200,- 
000; general customs duties on imports, 
$200,000; tobacco monopoly, $500 000; 
postoffices, $397,600; telegraphs, $78,800; 
telephones, $188,600. 

That the government is quite confident 
of this increase of ‘revenue is evidenced by 
the liberal manner in which it has made 
subventions. For instance, the fiolice 
force of the city receives a special grant 
of $256,400; the President of the republic 
$100,000 for purposes of entertainment, the 
responsible Ministers an ave of $20,000 
each, and $80,000 for workingmen’s asso- 
ciations, so that they may be able to go to 
Paris and take part in various jubilees and 
ceremonies. Large sums are also voted 
for decorations. | 

The direct ünances of the exposition 
itself are a thing apart. These figures 
show its indirect influence upon the na- 
tional finances. The government evidently 


money-maker, both for itself and for the 
country, and that the people will be enter- 
tained at a profit, and that the profit will 
come largely from the foreigners in at- 
tendance.

Yet, really, one of the most tragic figures 
in life is the man at a picnic, and his forced 
cheerfulness can only be compared to a 
smile that bas been likened to the dreariest 
thing in the world, “diluted lemonade 
without the sugar.” Perhaps it is because 
he is made to drink some such stuff as this 
that the man at a picnic seems so out of 
his element. The traditional, or, as one

Subsequent investigation revealed 
that they had been seized, handcuffed, 
gagged, and hidden a long distance from 
the college by members of the sophomore 
class, for the purpose of breaking up the 
banquet.

In a vigorous 
address at chapel service the next moraing 
he notified the sophomore class that those 
connected with the outrage were suspended. 
He then addressed himself to the entire 
student community, warning it that “ hood- 
lumism would not be tolerated in Brown 
University, and calling upon them, “ as your 
friend, working with you for the good of 
Brown, to make it too hot for any man 
whom we, supposing him to be a gentle- 
man, have allowed to enter this student 
body, but who shows himself to be a tough 
and who uses the methods of the burglar.”

The 
charge that they had disgraced the Presi- 
dent and the college is true. It is the first 
case of the kind that has occurred since 
Dr. Faunce became President, but if he 
folluws the course he has so vigorously 
declared it is safe to say that he toughs ” 
will be less demonstrative in future.

| METHODIST BOOK CONCERN. 
The elections which for several days have 
kept the General Conference at the Audito- 
rium in a state of chronic excitement and 
apprehension have brought into special 
prominence what is known as the Book 
Concern. 

There is no feature of American Method- 
ism as ah organized working force which 
is more characteristic than is this many- 
sided “concern.” The student of political 
economy, not less than the student of relig- 
fous history, must admire the-far-reaching 
sagacity of this peculiar institution. The 
fact that the Methodist Book Concern is the 
largest religious publishing establishment 
in the world is only one of the elements in 
its interest. 

In its origin the Book Concern was simple 
enough. It was started in 1789. It had its 


Arst home in Philadelphia. John Dickins, 


a Methodist preacher in that city, has the 
credit of starting it. It began on a capital 
of $600—money loaned to it by this preacher 
himself. It has been from first to last a 
preachers’ concern. The preachers owned 
it, and it has always been managed by 
preachers. Every Methodist minister is by 
virtue of his office a member of the corpora- 
tion or trust, and is pledged to do what he 
can to sustain it and to use it. Every 
-preacher is a recognized agent. The Book 
Concern, like the episcopacy, is immediately 
accountable to the General Conference. 
The whole affair is in the hands of the con- 
ference, which elects all the responsible 
officers for a term-of four years. 

John Wesley himself, in England, set the 
example. He saw from the first the neces- 
sary uses of the press. What could not be 
done through preaching must be done 


vide the appropriate reading matter; and, 
more than that, must take it to the people. 
Wesley began with publ tracts and 
pamphlets; then books, spedially hymn 
books. Nor did he neglect daly to adver-

TAXATION AND WASTE. 

Of the real and personal property as- 
sessed for purposes of taxation in Tilinois 
last year 40 per gent was in Cook County.

to party or even to machine affiliations. It 
is amazing what a power for cleaner politics 
this public-spirited body has become in the 
five campaigns in which it has taken part. 
As Mr. Smith temarks, there is nothing 
the spoils politician dislikes so much as a 
campaign in which the issue is upon the 
facts of hisown record. He abhors such an 
issue as nature abbors a vacuum. The 
league has steadfastly devoted itself to re- 
cording and publishing the plain facts about 
each candidate. The honest voters of both 
parties took the cue almost at once, and 
the dishonest Aldermen began falling by 
the wayside. B | the time the Allen law 
was ready to reap its illegitimate harvest in 
the Council that y had been so far reno- 
vated that the franchise ordinance was de- 
feated. Of the fifty-eight gang members 
of 1895 only four are now in the Oouncil.

The action of the faculty of the College of 
Physicians and Surgeons in putting college 
football under the ban aroused considerable 
comment in athletic circles yesterday, espe- 
clally among university men. While there 
was manifest no disposition to criticise ad- 
versely the faculty’s course there was a 
seneral opinion both at the University of 
Chicago and at Northwestern that the re- 
strictions on coll athletics which might 
be necessary at Physicians and Surgeons 
were uncalled for at the universities. Pro- 
fessors and students alike spoke of athletics 
as most desirable for students, providing 
aoe diversion and outlet for surplus 

A member of last year’s football team at 
Physicians and Surgeons said football un- 
doubtedly would be dropped in accordance 
with the faculty ruling, but declared baseball 
would be played as usual. Dr. W. E. Quine, 
. the faculty, said when told of this 


tion: 
Baseball is not under our ban and we 
have no such objections to it as to football.” 


Students Surprised at Ban. 


Students of the College of Physicians and 
Surgeons of Chicago discussed the action of 
the faculty with less animation than their 
interest in the subject could warrant on ac- 
count of the majority of the students being 
out of the city. To the handful of under- 
graduates who are attending the summer 
Session of the college the news of the ban 
came in the nature of & surprise, and was felt 
by most of them to be the natural conse- 
quence of the professionalism which affected 
last year’s football athjetics. Rival col- 
legians openly charged the College of Phy- 
sicians and Surgeons with having given free 
tuition to two members of their football 
team. They say the action of the faculty 
is just what it ought to have been. On this 
head members of the College of Physicians 
and Surgeons generally keep silent. 

Richard Lockwood, a member of last year’s 
team, said last night: “I am surprised to 
learn of the action of the faculty. I certainly 
thought they were going to support athletics 
this year. With football, to tell the truth, 
every one seems to be more or less disgusted 
in our college. Last season fell flat, and out 
of fifteen games scheduled only three were

The time has come when a most search- 
ing investigation and correction of paving 
frauds should be made,” said George E. 
Oole. “I firmly believe that much fraud 
exists. Every citizen should become an in- 
spector, and make every effort to knock out 
jobbery. They should watch all work on 
streets which they happen to pass through, 
and take steps to have punishment. meted out 
to those guilty of conniving at any fraud. 
The people can hold their own only by 
being alert. Alderman Fowler deserves 
much praise for his efforts toward checking 
this kind of robbery.” 

The investigation started by Tu TA. 
Un,“ said Frank O. Lowden, should be 
carried on until all fraud or attempts at 
jobbery in street paving is wiped out. Citi- 
zens should arouse themselves, and make 
personal inspections to guard against losses 
through cheating methods. Inspection 
should be most thorough, and the. city 
should see that every requirement of the 
specifications is carried out to the letter.
